Notwithstanding all that was pre- 
viously known of Japan, it is the 
events of the last two years which 
liave shown the characters of Hip 
people to other nations, which 
have disclosed the national traits, 
Hie ideals and the power to at lain 
them. 

Anions the things which Japan 
has accomplished, and which the 
world now recognises us accom- 
plished, is the mastery of the prin- 
ciples of western civilization, as 
well as the knowledge of there- 
suits of sncb civilization. This 
takes the Japanese out of the cate- 
gory of imitators and places them 
among t he originators. 

They learned their naval tactics 
from Kngland and their military 
Strategy and army organization 
from Germany, but they have ini 
proved upon both examples. They 
took the most advanced knosvl 
edge of hygiene and medicine and 
surgery, and applied it to the 
armies in the field; the moHt mod 
ern methods of transportation, 
and created a wonderful commis 
sariat; the latest results in gun 
nery and explosives, and made tor 
pedoes, powder and guns still 
more effective. 

So much for their material and 
military achievements. The show 
ing in the field of ethics and ideals 
is no less striking. They have dis- 
placed a national intent and abil- 
ity scrupulously to keep their 
promises, and a national modesty 
which has prevented boasting. 
Their ideal of patriotism is so ex 
alted that while men of other na 
tions are willing to die for their 
country, the Japanese patriot is 
anxious to die. Moreover, their 
patriotism is strongenough to en- 
able them to keep the national Be- 
crets. 

Without professing Christian- 
ity, Japan, even in prosecuting 
war, has displayed a spirit of 
Christianity so conspicuous as to 
shame nations which preach more 
and practice less. Finally, in end 
ing the war, the mikado showed a 
moderation and humane consider 
ation worthy of the mostenlight 
ened ruler.
